No. ADM/DCF/WLPA17(76), — Tn exercise of the powers 
conferred by section 64 of the Wild Life (Protection) Act, 
1972 (Act 53 of J972), the Administrator of Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli hereby makes the following rules, namely ; — 

CHAPTER I 
GENERAL 

1. Short tiilr. — These rules may be called the Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli Wild Lii'e (protection) Rules, 1976. 

2. Dr/iniliom.— In these rules unless the context otherwise, 

lequiies, ,ii 

(a) “The Act” means the Wild Life (Proiecti m) Act, 
1972; 


(b) “Form'' means a Form appended to these rules; 

(c) “Member” means a member of the Wild Life Advi- 
sory Board constituted under section 6; 

(d) “Section” means a section of the Act; 

(e) “D.C.F. means Deputy Conservator of Foicsts, 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli. 

(f) Words and expressions used in these lules but not 
defined shall have the meanings assigned to them 
in the Act. 


CHAPTER II 

PROVISIONS REGARDING BOARD 

3. Tfiin of Office of membem. — The term of Office of a 
member referred to in clause (g) of sub-section (1) of sec- 
tion 6 shall not exceed three years from the date of his 
appointment : 

Piovided that a member whose term has expired shall be 
eligible to be reappointed. 

4. Allowancei of Member. — The non-official member shall 
be entitled to receive travelling allowance and daily allow- 
ance as admissible to gradc-l officer of Govt, of India. The 
Official members shall be entitled to receive travelling allow- 
ance and daily allowance in accordance with the relevant 
rules applicable to them. 

5. Carnal vacancy. — A casual vacancy in the Office of a 
member may be filled by the Administrator by nomination 
of an officer or any other person who is interested in the 
protection of Wild Life. The Officer or person so appointed 
shall hold office only so long as the person in whose place 
he is nominated would have held office if the vacancy had 
not occurred.

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CHAPTER-lII 

HUNTING OF WILD ANIMALS 

6. General coiulilioiix f^overniriff grantinf; of licences under 
chapter III of the Act. — (1^ In this rule the expression "gnme 
Jieence " means any of the following licenees, namely : — 

(a) Special game hunting licence. 

(b) Big game hunting licence. 

(c) Small game hunting licence. 

(d) Wild animal trapping licence. 

(2) When a licence is suspended or cancelled, the licencee 
shall not be entitled to rel'und of any amount of fee for the 
unexpired period of the licence. 

(3) The licence shall ordinarily be valid in the whole of 
the Unioii Territory except in such areas as may be notified 
by the Chief Wild Life Warden, from lime to time as ureas 
closed for hunting generally or in respect of any specified wild 
animal or birds. 

(4) The record to l>c maintained by the holder of the 
licence under sub-section (1) of section 10 shall be in Foim 
i. 

(5) The holder of any game licence shall not sell or barter 
to any person any animal shot by him without prior permis- 
sion of the Chief Wild Life Warden. 

(6) Any licence wishing to organise treats in a forests 
shall apply for permission to the Deputy Conservator of 
Forests concerned sufficiently in advance stating where and 
when he proposes to organise a bout. If the refusal of the 
permission is not communicated to the licencee within 48 
itours of the receipt of his request by the Deputy Conser- 
vator of Forests, it shall be presumed that the pcrmi.ssion 
to organise beat is granted. 

(7) The beaters shall not carry guns, bows and arrows 
v/hile beating. Only spears and axes may bo carried, if 
necessary, 


8. Big Game Hunting licence, — ( 1 ) An application fOr a 
B ig game hunting licence shall be made in Form IV. The 
application shall be accompanied by a treasury receipt or 
challan showing that the fee according to the following rates 


has been paid : — ■ 

(i) Monthly licence fee Rs. 30,00 

(ii) Yearly licence fee Rs. 60,00 


(2) The licence holding a monthly Big Game Licence, 
shall be permitted to hunt only one animal and the licencee 
holding the annual Big Game hunting licence, shall be per- 
mitted to hunt not more than two animals of the species 
mentioned in schedule 111 to the Act. 

(3) Not more than two monthly Big game hunting licenc- 
es shall be granted in the name of any one person during a 
period of twelve months. 

( 4 ) The Big game hunting licences shall be in Form V. 

9. Small Game Hunting Licence. — (1) An application for 
a small game hunting licence shall Ire made in Form VI, and 
the application shall be accompanied by a treasury receipt or 
challan showing that the fee according to the following rates 


has been paid : — 

(i) Monthly licence fee Rs. 25 

(ii) Yearly licence fee Rs, 50 


(2) The licencee holding a monthly Small Game Hunting 
licence, shall be permitted to hunt not more than 10 birds 
of each species, 10 hares or one animal of each of the other 
permitted species mentioned in Schedule IV to the Act. 

(3) The. licencee holding the yearly Small Game Hunting 
licence, .shall be permitted" to hunt not more than 25 birds 
of each species, 25 hares or one animal of each other permitt- 
ed species, mentioned in Schedule IV of the Act. 

(4) Not more than two monthly Small Game Hunting 
Licences shall be granted in the name of any one person dur- 
ing a period of twelve months. 


(8) Any "Manchan” or pit constructed or dug .shall be 
dismentcled or filled in, immediately aftef it has served its 
puipose and in case it shall be maintained in that position 
for a period exceeding 48 hrs. 

(9) No rifle unde)' 30 bore shall be used for hunting big 
games and Special game. 

(10) When the licencee has hunted the animals to the 
full capacity specified in the licence or in these rules, he 
shall surrender the licence, even if the terms of the licence 
has not expired, to the authority issuing the licence within 
fifteen day.s from the date, the licencee completes the hunt- 
ing capacity specified in the licence or in these rules. 

(11) The licencee shall surrender the licence as soon as 
if expires and in no case later than fifteen days ftoni the 
date of its expiry. 

( 12) The licencee shall not sell meat of any animal except 
in accordance with the provisions of the Act or these 
rules. 

7. Special Game Hunting Licence. — (i) An application for 
a Special Game Hunting licence shall be made in Form II 
ind the application shall be accompanied by a treasurv receipt 
or challan showing that fee according to the following rates 
has been paid 

(i) Monthly licence fee Rs, 50,00

name and address of ihc person fiom whom the meal is 
purchased, 


(2) The return shall be so submitted so as to reach the 
licensing authority not later than the month following the 
month of return, 

19. Manner of deidinj' with the proceeds of uile under sub- 
section (6) of section 50. — ^The proceeds of the sale of the 
meat or uncured trophy seized under the provisions of section 
50 shall be dealt with as under : 

(a) when the person has proved his ownership of the meat 
or the iirictircd trophy, he shall be paid the net proceeds after 
deducting expenses incurred for conducting the sale and for 
other services rendered; 

(b) in other cases, the proceeds shall be remitted to the 
Government. 


CHAPTER V 
MISCELLANEOUS
